Oslo, Norway. April 21.— (UP) 
— Captain George Hubert Wilkins, 
the indomitable Arctic explorer, 
completed the firs tairplane flight 
ever the top of the world today 
when he landed at Spitzbergen af­ 
ter a 2.200-mile flight from Point 
Barrow. Alaska. 
In a plane piloted by Lieuten­ 
ant Carl B. Eielson. Wilkins start­ 
ed from Alaska five days ago. The 
flying time for the 
North 
Pole 
flight was 2 IV2 hours. 
They landed Tuesday at Dauhol- 
men. near Dead Man's Island, 25 
miles from Spitzoergen. Bad wea­ 
ther kept them on the uninhabited 
stretch of land until this morn­ 
ing. when they completed the short 
hop to civilization, landing at ll 
A. M.

Minnesota’s annual observance of American Forest Week, as 
proclaimed by President Coolidge and Governor Chri-tianson, 


man of the Minnesota Fores! Week committee. 
According to Chairman Vibert and State Forester (I. JVI. ('ou­ 
zel. the response to tin* state committer’s plans has been m o st fa­ 
vorable from school offi< fills, leaders of women’s clubs, public of­ 
ficials, members of business and luncheon clubs, as well as from 
those organizations within the state primarily interested in for­ 
estry and kindred subjects. 
“The public sterns keenly interested this year in American 
Forest Week and its purposes,” said Chairman Vibert in discuss­ 
ing the work of the Minnesota committee. 
“ From all quarters 
there has been a steady demand for literature and information 
relating to forestry matters. 
It is not possible at this time to 
make any definite estimate of the number of forest week observ­ 
ances that wdl be held th rough out the state next week, but I be­ 
lieve we art* safe in saying that the number of such observances 
will exceed any previous year.* 
Information given out at committee headquarters places the 
total acreage of land in Minnesota b e t t e r fitted for tree crops 
than for any other crop at approximately 20,000,000 acres. 
The 
magnitude of this area can be grasped, say committee officials, 
when ii is realized that tho total acreage of improved farm land 
in the state stands at about 30,000,000 acres. To keep all of th e s e 
20,000,000 acres busy growing tree crops is one of the primary 
purposes ot the special week set aside for forestry education, de­ 
clare members of the Minnesota committee. 
in the proclamations issued by President Coolidge and G o v ­ 
ernor Christianson, all citizens are urged to “give thought to the 
preservation and wise use o f our forests to the end that energetic 
forest policies will be adopted in all communities.” 
In commenting upon the President’s and Governor’s pro­ 
clamations, Minnesota forestry officials say that citizens in each 
community should study local forestry problems and determine 
what action is necessary to place tree crops on a secure looting. 
Prevention of forest fires, planting of waste areas, extension of 
public-owned forest land, equitable taxation laws, protection of 
lakes, streams and water supplies, and the establishment of proper 
recreational areas are all questions that can profitably la studied 
and determined during American Forest Week. 
In Minnesota where logging operations and wood nninuiac­ 
tin ing industries form a considerable share of the business activi­ 
ties. American Forest Week has a strong appeal as the time for 
citizens to give serious thought to thy perpetuation of these im­ 
portant bn* s oi business life, say those who are active in the state’s 
forestry work. 
“Timber is a renewable crop of the soil and should be so re­ 
garded by all citizens,” declares State Forester Conzet. 
“The 
primaly object of American Forest Week is to enlighten public 
opinion on the need of wise and practical conservation of our 
forests and their products. 
In the last. analysis the solution oi th 
forest problem will be greatly assisted by a thorough understand­ 
ing by the public and by public encouragement and co-operation.” 
I lie common Welfare oi this generation requires that idle 
forest land lie put to work growing tree crops, and that producing 
land be made to grow timber to its utmost capacity.” 


PFI J NO! FVI TAXES 


I ti ERE is nothing surprising in the recent announcement that 
three Minnesota counties may be compelled to repudiate their 
bonds on account of tax delinquencies. 
The increasing burden pf taxation that the conscientious tax­ 
payers of each county are bearing, because of the indifference of 
others to their responsibility in this matter, m u s t eventually be­ 
come insufferable. 
And when it does the repudiation of bonds 
aud other obligations Which the counties have contracted will be 
inevitable. 
Dakota county, it is pleasing to note, is one of the most for­ 
tunate cl Minnesota s .counties in tile matter of delinquent taxes 
ye it may be remembered that the delinquent tax list that was 
published in February in the columns of this paper occupied nearly 
four and a halt solid pages et newspaper space while last year’s 
delinquent tax list occupied only two pages. 
There can be only one explanation of such a situation as this. 
Property owners who hold their obligations iii this matter alto­ 
gether t o o lightly are finding it a simple matter to saddle their 
tax burdens onto tin* shoulders of “the other fellow.” 
As long as “the other fellow” chooses to stand for the in­ 
justice the delinquent tax list of the county will probably continuo 
ro grow but it is inconceivable that a condition like this can endure 
indefinitely. 
Sooner or later the conscientious individuals who are paying 
their taxes will tire ol this unequal arrangement and some very 
drastic corrective measures may follow. 
It is to be hoped, ct course, that the situation will readjust 
itself before such measures become necessary,— Hast inns Gazette.

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AMERICAN FOREST WEEK 


O. R. L ev in , Executive Secretary, State Comm ittee o f Am er­ 
ican Forest Week, writes the Dispatch; 
Minnesota’s annual observance ox American Forest Week, as 
proclaimed by President Coolidge and Governor Christianson, 
will begin Sunday, Aprij 22nd, with all indications pointing to the 
most successful campaign for forestry education ever held in this 
state, announces Fred D. Vibert, Duluth, who is .serving as chair­ 
man of the Minnesota Forest Week committee. 
According to Chairman Vibert and State Forester G. M. Con- 
zet, the response to the state committee’s plans has been most fa­ 
vorable from school officials, leaders of women’s clubs, public of­ 
ficials, members of business and luncheon club;, as well as from 
those organizations within the state prim arily interested in for­ 
estry and kindred subjects. 
“The public seems keenly interested this year in American 
Forest Week and its purposes,” said Chairman Vibert in discuss­ 
ing the work of the Minnesota committee. 
“ From all quarters 
there has been a steady demand for literature and information 
relating to forestry matters, 
it; is not possible at this time to 
make any definite estimate of the number of forest week observ­ 
ances that will be held throughout the state next week, hut I be­ 
lieve we are safe in saying that the number of such observances 
will exceed any previous year.” 
Information given out at committee headquarters places the 
total acreage of land in Minnesota better fitted for tree crop.- 
than for any other crop at approximately 20,000,000 acres. 
The 
magnitude of this area can be grasped, say committee officials, 
when it is realized that I he total acreage of improved farm land 
in the state stands at about .‘IO,OOO,OOO acres. 
To keep all of these 
20,000,000 acres busy growing tree crops is one of the prim ary 
purposes of the special week set aside for forestry education, de­ 
clare members of the Minnesota committee. 
In the proclamations issued by President Coolidge and Gov­ 
ernor Christianson, all citizens are urged to “give thought to the 
preservation and wise use of our forests to the end that energetic 
forest policies will be adopted in all communities.” 
In commenting upon the President’s and Governor’s pro­ 
clamations, Minnesota forestry officials say th a t citizens in each 
community should study local forestry problems and determine 
what action is necessary to place tree crops on a secure footing. 
Prevention of forest fires, planting of waste areas, extension of 
public-owned forest land, equitable taxation laws, protection of 
lakes, streams and w ater supplies, and the establishment of proper 
recreational areas are all questions that can profitably bi studied 
and determined during American Forest Week. 
In Minnesota where logging operations and wood manufac­ 
turing industries form a considerable share of the business activi­ 
ties, American Forest Week has a strong appeal as the time for 
citizens to give serious thought to thy perpetuation of these im­ 
portant lines of business life, say those who are active iii the state’s 
forestry work. 
“Timber is a renewable crop of the soil and should be so re­ 
garded by all citizens,” declares State Forester Conzet. 
“The 
primary object of American Forest Week is to enlighten public 
opinion on the need of wise and practical conservation of our 
'forests and their products. 
In tin' last analysis the solution of tin 
forest problem will be greatly assisted by a thorough understand­ 
ing by the public and by public encouragement and co-operation.” 
“The common welfare of this generation requires that idle 
forest land be put to work growing tree crops, and that producing 
land be made to grow timber to its utmost capacity.” 


DELI>01 ENT TAXES 


T here is nothing surprising in the recent announcement that 
three Minnesota counties may be compelled to repudiate their 
bonds on account of tax delinquencies. 
The increasing burden of taxation that the conscientious tax­ 
p a y e r of each county are bearing, because of the indifference of 
others to their responsibility in this m atter, must eventually be­ 
come insufferable. 
And when it does the repudiation of bonds 
and other obligations which the counties have contracted will be 
inevitable. 
Dakota county, it is pleasing to note, is one of the most for­ 
tunate cl Minnesota's counties in tile m atter of delinquent taxes 
ye! it may be remembered that the delinquent tax list that was 
published in February in the columns of this paper occupied nearly 
four and a half solid pages of newspaper space while last year's 
delinquent tax list occupied only two pages. 
There can be only one explanation of such a situation as this. 
Property owners who hold their obligations iii this m atter alto­ 
gether too lightly are finding it a simple m atter to saddle their 
tax burdens onto the shoulders of “the other fellow.” 
As long as “ the other fellow” chooses to stand for the in­ 
justice the delinquent tax list of the county will probably continue 
to grow but it is inconceivable that a condition like this can endure 
indefinitely. 
Sooner or later the conscientious individuals who are paying 
their taxes will tire of this unequal arrangem ent and some very 
drastic corrective measures may follow. 
It is to be hoped, of course, that the situation will readjust 
itself before such measures become necessary.— Hastings Cavetti,
